By THOMAS WAYLING 
Exclusive to Edmonton Bulletin 
OTTAWA, Jan. 2.—The most 
far-reaching reductions ir the 
Canadian customs tariff became 
effective at midnight, January 1, 
when the new Canadian-United 
States trade agreement becomes 
operative. Thousands of articles 
made in the United States will 
enter the Canadian market under 
the intermediate tariff or at re- 
ductions varying from 2'; to 5 

per cent.

“ALL SET” FOR ACTION 


One thing for which we may give thanks— 

1936 is to be free of general elections. Neither 
a provincial Government nor the federal Gov- 
Pe. ernment is due to go to the country this year. 
o% Under our parliamentary system no one of 
ourse knows what a day may bring forth. 
Government support in some of the legislatures 
may fritter away and ministries be toppled over 
before the year ends. But since, outside Quebec, 
all the Governments have imposing majorities 
that is not likely to happen. 

The electors will remember 1935 as the year 
of the great electoral flood. Four provincial 
and one federal general elections occurred 
within six months. And in four out of the five 
' the electors wiped out the depression Govern- 
ments and returned ministries they hoped 
would lead them somewhere. 

Barring the unexpected, the voters may ex- 
pect a year free from serious political disturb- 
ance, in which they will be able to devote their 
attention to business. Provided the “protest” 
Governments do what they promised to do, 
and not something entirely different, it should 
be a year of recovery effort on the part of 
Governments and the public. 


A LARGE PROGRAM 

In a New Year interview at Vancouver, 
Premier Aberhart outlined the program he has 
in mind, more in detail than he had previously 
done. These are the things he said his Governe 
ment must do: 

Balance the budget; 

Refund the provincial debt; 

Get rid of the burden of 
relief; 

Reduce mortgage interest rates to not more 
than five per cent; 

Reform the merchandising system, the Gov- 
ernment functioning as umpire in fixing prices. 

These five things done, the ground would be 
cleared for a start in building up a system of 
Social] Credit dividends, on plans to be prepared 
by Major Douglas. 

Looking over the list, no one can any longer 
have any reasonable doubt that it will be 
eighteen months before the postman delivers 
his first dividend certificate. There are a good 
many bridges to cross on the road as thus 
marked out, some of them not mentioned, and 
none of them to be crossed without considerable 
difficulty. 

Taking a candid, and not critical, look at the 
items it can be said if the Premier is half way 
through his program by the end of 1936 he will 
have made remar kable headway.

The public are equally entitled to view the 
prospect in this mood; and perhaps no term 
could be chosen which would better describe 
the attitude they have maintained through the 
depression years, and still maintain. 

Optimistic the Canadian people certainly 
have been, and are by nature. They have been 
told every New Year of the last five that pros- 
perity was about to come around the corner. 
And in large degree thcy believed it, or hoped 
where they could not quite believe. Nothing 
else can explain the marvellous forbearance 
they have shown under affliction that was 
largely avoidable. 

If their optimism has been more and more 
tempered by caution, there is no cause for 
wonder in that. Rainbow-chasing may be 
pleasant for a time, but failure to find the pot 
of gold wears down expectation in the long 
run. But they are stil] cautiously optimistic, 
and willing to believe that 1936 will treat them 
more kindly than any of the preceding five. 

And, by the way, it is not out of place to 
recall] that if Canadians bad listened to what 
Sir Edward told them in 1928 about the folly 
of pyramiding stock prices they would have 
had more cause to be optimistic, and less cause 
to be cautious, in the years that have inter- 
vened.

Nor do the police at Liverpool, 
without reason, clear the docks for a mile when 
a ship is about to come into the harbor. 

The obvious fact is that this family, respect- 
ed, esteemed, worthy in every way of citizen- 
ship in any country, are fugitives from their 
own-—and that a country wealthy, populous, 
equipped with all the machinery civilization has 
devised to protect its citizens. Fugitives not 
from law but from lawlessness, with which they 
apparently fear the law could not cope. 

Criticism will in consequence be hurled at 
the law enforcement agencies of the United 
States, the most pointed from the newspapers 
of that country. And a good deal will be said 
about the efficiency of British police, perhaps 
too much. For crimes do occur in Great Britain, 
despite its police and the remarkable tradition 
its people have for observing the law. Even 
England may not prove to be a place of safety 
for the fugitives. 

The “moral” is not to be found by looking at 
the map or arguing about police efficiency, 
which, despite all said to the contrary, ranks 
high in the United States. The fact is that our 
boasted civilization is a matter of relativity, and 
of per centages. Among the world’s millions of 
honorable men and women, as fine as ever 
lived, there mingle in every land human beasts 
of prey who regard neither law nor mercy, and 
fear neither God, man nor the devil.

Some had been 
there for two years, seeing gun-men, murder- 
ers, and racketeers come and go free again, 
while they languished through inability to meet 
the claims of their ex-wives, The release order 
freed even the few stubborn ones who refused 
to pay beause their wives had married wealthier 
men since their divorce, or were in receipt of 
rich incomes from legacies or from a string 
of previous husbands whom they had taken to 
the Alimony court.

As the twenty victims of love came out of 
the alimony coop at Chicago, another one went 
in at Seattle. Stephen J. McGary, federal pur- 
chasing agent at the Grand Coulee Dam, pro- 
mises to become a village Hampden in the ali- 
mony annals of his country. Presumably well 
able to meet the order of $50 a month made 
against him, he has resigned his government 
job and says he will stay in jail for the rest of 
his life before he will pay a cent.

Proteins Needed In 
Your Diet 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


All animal life requires a suitable amount 
of the various elements in order to maintain 
life, and repair and build up tissue. These 
elements are combined in different proportions 
and arrangements in the food suitable for use 
by the animal organism. One of these arrange- 
ments is a complicated com- 
bination of nitrogen, carbon, 
oxygen, hydrogen, and sul- 
phur, so grouped in a form 
we designate by the name of 
protein. The principal foods 
containing this specia] group- 
ing of elements are meats, 
nuts, cheese, fish, fowl, eggs 
and the entire whole grains. 

The largest amount of 
protein found without mix- 
ture with other food elements 
is that in the flesh foods. Of course, all organic 
life will be found to contain a varying amount 
of these protein compounds, but their mixture 
with other elements often makes them unsuit- 
able for the best use by the digestive system 
of man and the animals. 

The animals that obtain their proteins from 
the grains are forced to use also too large an 
amount of starch in combination, in order to 
secure a sufficient amount of protein for their 
needs, They are, therefore, made sluggish be- 
cause of the excessive amount of starch they 
are forced to use in order to get enough pro- 
tein. 

Animal life or human life could not long 
exist if denied this indispensable protein 
material which is needed for cell growth and 
repair. Many experiments have been made by 
dietitians to prove the truth of this statement. 

In the ordinary mixed diet, no fear need be 
felt that not enough food containing protein 
will be used. About a quarter of a pound of 
meat daily will supply the average person with 
enough protein. The fault is that its mixture 
with other foodstuffs is such as to make its 
proper digestion and assimilation difficult. 

The usual course dinner often contains so 
many different proteins that three or four times 
as much is eaten as the body could possibly 
use in one day, no matter how large the body, 
or how active. 

The urgent need is for everyone to learn 
how much of this kind of food the body can 
use, and how it should be combined with other 
foods to repair and build cell structure. This 
does not have to be measured in grams, for fear 
of using too large a quantity. Nature is not so 
but allows for

exacting in matters of diet, 
reasonable deviations from an approximate 
quantity. 


The average person doing hard muscular 
work or taking a proportionate amount of phy- 
sical culture exercises may with safety use as 
much protein in one day as that contained in 
two eggs and about a quarter of a pound of 
lean meat, In some cases, a half pound of lean 
meat may be used without harm if the physical 
exercise is quite vigorous. 

It must be remembered that children in par- 
ticular need protein as there is a need for this 
important substance not only te repair worn- 
out tissue but also to provide the extra material 
needed in growth, where extra tissue is added, 
Be sure that your growing child obtains suffi- 
cient protein. 

When there is a strong ethical objection to 
the use of flesh foods, then nuts or whole grains 
may be substituted by those with strong diges- 
tions. Nevertheless, I have found that the most 
satisfactory results may be expected if the 
easily digested flesh foods are depended upon 
to provide the proteins, leaving more vital 
energy for other functional needs. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION ~— Nona Y. inquires: “What 
makes the eyes have a bloodshot apnenranee? 
Sometimes they look so red you would suppose 
I had had no sleep tor a week.” 

ANSWER—Over-use of the eyes at close 
work may induce sufficient eye strain to pro- 
duce a bloodshot appearance; however, in many 
cases, the same symptom wil) result from a dis- 
turbed digestion. Make sure that the digestion 
is good, keep the intestines functioning norm- 
ally, and also avoid straining the eyes through 
close work under a faulty light. If the blood- 
shot appearance continues, have the eyes 
examined to see if you need glasses. If the eyes 
feel tired, applying a cold compress may help. 

QUESTION—Miss G. C. writes: “How can 
I check perspiration in certain areas, such as 
underarm perspiration?” 

ANSWER—The best way to check this type 
of excessive perspiration is to induce a good 
general perspiration all over the body three or 
four times a week. Do this by wearing a heavy 
sweater and walking vigorously. When all the 
sweat glands are active this seems to reduce 
the perspiration in a given region.

Alberta Code Legislation : 


The government of Alberta has 
allowed it to be understood that 
it will during the next session of 
the legislature bring in legislation 
providing for the licensing of all 
retail traders and the establish- 
ment of maximum and minimum 
prices for a Jarge proportion if not 
all of the goods which they seli. 
It is a characteristic of the pre- 
sent-day type of radical legislator 
that he pays no attention to the 
constitutional or economic limita- 
tions of the legislative power con- 
ferred upon him by the electors. 
There is not the slightest reason 
to suppose that the powers of the 
provincial legislatures for the 
regulation of business include the 
power to fix prices. The licens- 
ing power granted by the British 
North America Act is expressly 
limited by the qualification that 
it is for the purpose of raising a 
revenue for the province; the act 
of attaching to the license a con- 
dition which might easily have 
the effect of preventing the l- 
censee from doing any business 
at all except at a loss is not like- 
ly to be regarded as constitu‘ional 
by any court in the Dominion, 

eos 

It is a fundamental idea of the 
Douglasites that the volume of 
purchasing power must be in- 
creased without any increase in 
the prices of the things to be pur- 


chased. It seems fairly obvious 
that this can only be brought 
about by increasing the supply 


of the things to be purchased as 
rapidly as you increase the vol- 
ume of purchasing power. This is 
a decidediy difficult un‘lertaking, 
for the usual process is that the 
increase in the supply of goods 
is brought about by a moderate 
price rise, which offers induce- 
ments to those producefs whose 
costs are not at first affected in 
the same degree as the price of 
their product. Mr, Aberhart and 
his followers appear to intend to 
eliminate this stage in the pro- 
ceedings, and bring about an in- 
crease in the supply of goods 
without eny inducement in the 
shape of increased reward for the 
producers. 

Both the constitution and the 
laws of economics wi!! be greatly 
aided by the fact that ‘here is no 
customs boundary between Al- 
berta and the adjoining  pro- 
vinces, If the fixed prices in Al- 
berta ure too low to allow a pro- 
fit to the licensed dealers, that 
will be too bad for the dealers 
(and also for the license-collect- 
ors), but it will not prevent the 
people of Alberta from bringing 
in a good deal of what they want 
from Saskatchewan, Manitoba 
and British Columbia, If they are 
“too high, the effect will be much 
the same. Altogether we do not 
think the Alberta price-fixers are 
going to have any fun at all.

A New Order In World Trade 


By R, T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 


Germany, Italy, Poland and Russia are doing business on the 
basis of interchange of agreed quantities of commodities; except 
80 far as interrupted by League sanctions. 


All the chemical combines, and all the steel] combines have 
arrived at Cartels—a species of agreement whereunder the dis- 
tribution of chemicals and of steel is carried out on an agreed 
basis instead of on the competitive principle. 


Canada is still sitting back and insisting on selling for cash 
from behind a tariff wall. No wonder there is twenty million 
pounds of butter in cold storage, and a heavyweight carryover. 


Germany is starving for fats, and urgently in need of wheat. 
In fact the bread of Central Europe is not much better than war 
bread. All the butter and wheat in Canada could be exchanged 
for high-grade metals and chemicals in Germany; bringing here 
large quantities of commodities on which labor could be employed, 
and on which manufacturers and merchants could make profits. 
Also it would clear the way for further production—and give 
the farmers a break. 


The only industry in which the financial leaders of Canada 
can show any enthusiasm is the public bond industry, Insane 
as it sounds, the truth is that the desired end is to stabilize the 
population of Canada at about ten million; and so regulate com- 
merce and production that the national profits will be forcibly 
guided into a few communities and into a few hands. The fact 
that this cannot be done is not realized. 


There is none of this sacred special privilege in England. 
Business there is adapted to practical methods; and the profes- 
sional patriot cannot hog-tie national trade for special privilege. 


The Lever Brothers’ firm of Port Sunlight and Sunlight Soap 
fame; now developed into Unilever with enormous interests in 
the African trade, sells goods in Germany and takes ships in 
payment. The 1935 account is balanced as follows: 


“According to various reports in the German press, a number 
of important orders have been placed with German yards by 
the Unilever interests.

The 
orders reported are as follows: Deutsche Werft, Hamburg, four 
motor tankers of 14,500 tons each, with a speed of 13 knots, and 
four cargo motorships of 9,300 tons each (for account of a Dutch 
subsidiary of Unilever); Bremer Vulkan, Vegesack,° two cargo 
motorships of 8,500 tons each, a motor tanker of 14,500 tons dw., 
and two whaling steamers; Flensburger Schiffsbau-Ges., two 
motorships of 8,500 tons each; the Deschimag (Wesermunde yard), 
13 trawlers. The whole order represents a total of over 160,000 
tons dw.”

Recalling and reviving glam- 
orous scenes attendant upon New 
Year's day reveiries and cele- 


brations of pioneer Edmonton, 
when the Royal North West 
Mounted Police barracks and the 
old Hudson's Bay Fort which | 
stood on the site of the legislative 
buildings proved centres of social 
interest, were the levees and re- 
ceptions held on Wednesday 
afternoon. 

In olden days, when a narrow 
roadway led from The Bulletin of- 
fice along the route now followed 
by Macdonald Drive and 100 avenue 
to the Hudson's Bay Fort there 
were merry doings on New Year's 
Day. At the “Big House” which was 
the official residence of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company factor, the cele- 
brations were highly colorful 

Many “H.BC.” officials were 
Scotch and brought with them the 
traditional Scottish New Year's 
spirit. 

PROVISION FOR SPORT 

With the river just below the old 
fort and the “Big House” there was 
ample provision for sport. Many a 
hectic curling match was fought out 
on the Saskatchewan and many a 
sturdy Scot brushed the end of his 
broom off trying to get his last 
rock in the house 

Rinks were cleared and desper- 
ately fought hockey matches were 
staged. 

As often happened in those days, 
the river was covered with ice but | 
not snow and skating parties wend- 
ed their way for miles up the river, 
where huge bonfires were lit and 
a merry time had before the return 
home. 

In the evenings dances enlivened 
things at the “Big House.” 

At the other end of the town 
were the Mounted Police barracks, 
where they still stand, although a 
new and magnificent headquarters | 
ts.about to be opened. 


MERRY TIMES 

Here also there were merry times 
on Christmas, in days when the 
father’ of Major General W. A. 
Griesbach, C.B. C.MG., D.S.O., 
V.D., K.C., and other famous com- 
manders, were head of the garri- 
g0n. . 

The earliest recorded entertain- 
ments in Edmonton were those 
staged at the Mounted Police bar- 
racks. These entertainments usu- 
ally took the form of minstrel shows 
and the Mounties, skillful and dar- 
ing in their horsemanship and in| 
their ability to “Get their man,” 
also proved high class as “Mr. 
Bones,” “Mr. Tambo” or “Mr. Inter- 
locutor.” And how some of those) 
boys could tap dance. 

And so it was on New Year's day 
in this year, 1936. The same tra- 
ditions were followed and the same | 
merry times were had.

TORONTO, Jan. 2.—Sam Mc- 
Bride, mayor of Toronto in 1928 
and 1929, was returned to the 
chief magistrate’s office over two 
opponents in Wednesday's civic 
elections. 

Vanquished were Jarnes Simpson, 
Co-operative Commonwealth Fed- 
eration mayor of 1935, and former 
alderman Harry W. Hunt, owner of 
a chain of confectionery stores. 
Complete returns from the city's 
763 subdivisions gave McBride 
48,723 votes, Hunt 43,036 and Simp- 
6011 32,636.

Virtually complete returns show- 
ed Ralph C. Day was high man in 
the vote for board of control, en- 


suring his return to office for an- | 


other term. W. J. Wadsworth and 
W. D. Robbins, both members of 
last year’s board of control, also 
were voted back into office, while 
former controller George Ramsden, 
who lost out in the mayoralty elec- 
tion in 1034, eased into the seat of 
board of control left open by 
mayoreelect McBride's step up. Mr. 
McBride was a controller in 1935.

Extending over 18 printed pages 
the supplement covers the United 
Kingdom, India, the colonies and 
protectorates as well as Australia 
and New Zealand, 


KING'S SONS HONORED 

Two of the King’s sons appear on 
the list. The second, the Duke of 
York, is given a triple promotion, 
becoming vice-admiral of the fleet, 
lieutenant-general in the army and 
marshal in the Royal Air Force. The 


King's fourth son, the Duke of Kent, 
receives the Royal Victorian chain. 

Elevated to be viscounts are Lord 
Hanworth, former master of the 
rolls, and Lord Trenchard, former 
commissioner of the Metropolitan 
police. 

Lord Hanworth is a member of 
the Pollock family, famous in Eng- 
lish legal history for the number 
of its judges and lawyers. Until re- 
cently, as master of the rolls since 
1923, he presided over the court of 
appeal, previously having served as 
ee and attorney-gen- 
eral. 

FOUR NEW PEERS 

The four new peers received 
their honors for “political and pub- 
lic services.” 

Among them is Sir Arthur Shir- 


ley Benn, who lived for some years | 


in Canada, holding a commission in 
the Canadian Garrison Artillery be-

Sir James Gomer Berry, another

The fourth new baron, Sir Ian 
Macpherson, recently resigned his 
seat as Liberal National member 
for the Scottish division of Ross 
and Comarty.

But Coroner Closes Strang- 
est Case in History of 
Magdalen Islands 


ETANG DU NORD, Magdalen 
Islands, Jan. 2—The strangest 
coroner's ca®e in the history of 
these isles of mystery and ro- 
mance was officially closed Wed- 
nesday when Dr. Andrew Gallant, 
coroner, pronounced Didier 
Fougere dead. Declaring they had 
seen sighs of life in the body, the 
family of the 77-year-old fishery 
officer had refu%ed to permit 
burial, although another doctor 
pronounced him dead December 
24. 

Even after the coroner's report 
had been received, the relatives 
demurred, and last night the coffin 
remained in the Fougere household 
without arrangements for a funeral. 


BODY HAD NOT STIFFENED 

The coroner said immediate 
burial was not necessary if the 
family was still doubtful and pre- 
ferred to wait for a change. It was 
reported the body had not stiffened 
and there was no odor from it. The 
arms and fingers were said to be 
easily movable and the lips soft 

Day and night relatives watched 
the coffin, and the coroner was 
called in to settle the case and re- 
lieve the family of misery. 

Fougere, who had not complain- 
ed of ill-health, apparently died on 
Dec. 22. Two cays later a dor- 
for pronounced him dead, and he 
was placed in a coffin 


REFUSED BURIAL PERMISSSION 


Believing he exhibited signs of 
life, however, the family refused to 
permit burial, and Mgr. J. A. H. 
Blacquiere delayed administering 
the last rites of the Roman Cath- 
elic church, 

Wednesday the coroner, Dr. An- 
drew Gallant of Ambherst, Mag- 
dalen Islands, made a careful ex« 
amination and again Didier Fou- 
gere was pronounced dead. But the 
coroner said immediate burial was 
not necessary if the family was still 
doubtful and preferred to wait for 
a change.
